An Eloquent Sermon by Dr. Bresee 
of Simpson Tabernacle. 


Personality of the Devil Discussed 
by Rev. B, W. R. Tayler. — 


The Reverend Gentleman Draws the Line 
at the Barbed Tail and Pitchfork— __ 
Regular Services at the 

Various Churches, 


Memorial Baptist Church on Tweuty- 
third street, near Grand ave, was filled 
with an interested congregation yes- 
terday morning, who listened to an ex- 
cellent sermon preached by the pastor, 
Rev. A. W. Rider, from the ‘text, ‘I 
have kept the faith.’ ‘Inexpressibly 
sad were the words of the dying his- 
torian, Buckel,’’ he began, ‘‘when he 
said ‘My book, my book,’ and was 
forced to lay down his pen before he 
had accomplished a tithe of what he 
had intended. A regiment can almost 
forget its perils at the end of a cam- 
paign if it has accomplished its pur- 
pose, has keptits faith. Sothe Apostle 
Paul rejoiced in this, his glory, that in 
spite of trials and persecutions he had 
kept the faith. Itis one thing to have 
faith and it is another thing to keep it 
tothe end. It costs something to keep 
the faith, to maintain it intact when at- 
tacked bv doubts, undermined by sin 
and laughed at by the world. Unbelief 
paralyzes effort, but faith subdues king- 
doms. ‘I believe’ has been the secret 
of every success in life; faith inspires 
and sustains; no man will suffer mar- 
tvrdom unless he thoroughly believes 
what he professes, There is no sadder 
sight than one who has had a faith 
‘once, but is now bereft of it. He is 
like a rudderless ship, drifting aim- 
lessly about at the mercy of every 
talse doctrine. We must keep our faith 
by planting itin the soil of our heart 
and life, and then let it grow; to keep 
it before the eyes of men; to hold it 
aloft on the banner of the cross. To 
every Christian is committed this re- 
sponsibility—the honor of the King. 
It is entrusted to him to uphold it or to 
trail it in the dust. Polycarp, when 
led to the stake to be burned, was given 
an opportunity to recant what he had 
said, but his reply was: ‘All these 
years He has been faithful to me, and 
]’ll not be faithless tohim.’ There is a 
mutual keeping in faith. The man 
who keeps faith, the faith will keep 
him. It is the manifestation of the 
old Latin proverb, Teneo, teneor, ‘I hold, 
Iam held’; God reaches down to the 
heart upreached to Him.”’ ‘ 

At the close of the service the sac- 
rament was administered, and six new 
members were given the right hand of 
fellowship. This church now has about 
one hundred and fifty members and is 
in a flourishing condition. 

SIMPSON CHURCH. | 
Dr. Bresee was in his own pulpit 
again-yesterday and resumed his ex- 
position of the Lord's Sermon on the 
Mount, this being his twelfth discourse 
on that topic. He spoke from the text, 
Matthew v, 48, ‘‘Be ye therefore per- 
fect, even as your Father which is in 
Heaven is perfect.” 
He said the Christian religion is the 
religion of the cross. Its glory is that 
it begins in the hearts of men, prrity- 
ing the fountains of life, and then pour- 
ing itself through every avenue of be- 
ing. Allother religions begin at the 
surface and work inward and use only 
veneering. The Jewish religion, di- 
luted as it was by traditions, was the 
best the world had, but was fatally de- 
fective, in that it was so largely a cer- 
emony and form. Jesus protested 
against this. . 

Six times in the preceding twenty- 
seven verses-he said, ‘It hath been 
said,’’ and each time brushed the teach- 
ings of past authority away with “I 
say unto you.’’ He thus gave unto us 
the spiritual law in reference to mur- 
der, aduitery, divorce, profanity, retal- 
iation and love. 

Some things are here emphasized, 
chief being the supremacy of Jesus. 
He put aside all the teachings of the 
past and claimed the authority to teach 
men. Never man taught as this man— 
not founding his teaching on precedent 
or the past, but upon himself. It was. 
in accord with all his teaching that he 
was the very God, and had the evi- 
dence. authority and right to teach. 

_ Hereis the reason, also, that so few 
are saved. Notthat they will be, but 
are saved. Jesus Christ calls men unto 
himself. He says, “If any man thirsts, “ 
let him come unto me and drink.” 
He offers men much—pardon, a new 
life, adoption, purity, to fill the heart 
with His presence, and to give to men 
His own home in heaven. But one 
thing He declines to do, and that is to 
compromise with sinners. They are to 
come to Him, which means to forsake 
sin, to put aside all that hinders. If 
service to father or mother, or earth- 
getting, would hinder, to forsake all 
for Him. Men are to learn of 
Him. Learners are few in _ this 
world. Few will pay the price—the 
brain sweat, the almost blood sweat— 
that brings into new and enlarged 
truth. Butto learn of Jesus especially 
demands all the brain, all the heart and 
ali the consecration of the soul, Men 
love amusement and entertainment. A 
trick of eloquence, a story, something 
to laugh or cry over, will take away 
nine-tenths of the people from a 
teacher. This brings us to the fact 
stated by our Lord: ‘Straight is the 
gate and narrow is the way that leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find it.’’ 
This religion of ceremonies and forms 
was like a dry river bed, the waters far 
below. But His word brought the wa- 
ters of spiritual life to the surface. He 
showed. that there might be murder 
when no hand was lifted, and every 
other crime when only the heart had 
felt the sting. It is in this spiritual 
life where men find perfection, where 
the law is deeper than any form or cer- 
emony, deep as man’s deepest think- 
ing, as his deepest passion. But itis a 
law of infinite motherhood. ‘It touches 
our brow, it envelopes our soul, it fills 
our being. This oe the atoning 
blood, the power of the Holy Ghost, 
transformed humanity—and this is not 
ideal, but the gospel of Jesus Christ.

8T. JOHN'S CHURCH. 

Rev. B. W. R. Tayler preached -yes- 
terday morning to a _ congregation 
which completely filled the church, on 
“The Casting Out of the Unclean 
Spirit,’’ and in the introductory part 
of his sermon dwelt on the various 
reasons. for believing inthe personality, 
or individuality, or essential: energy of 
a spirit of evil, external tous. No one 
now believes that the mediwval repre- 
sentation of the devil, which pictured 
him as a being with a barbed tail and 
red-hot pitchfork, prodding most merci- 
lessly sinners chained in a material 
fire, were correct. But although he 
rejected this conception of the evil one, 
he was not prepared todeny his person- 
ality. Quoting texts in support of his 
argument on theological grounds, the 
matter was looked at from a standpoint 
of philosophy... Scientists are opening 
our eyes toa great many new things, 
but none of them are so wonderful as 
the truth about the indestructibility of 
nature’s forces.. Nature knows no 
waste; there is no force generated 
which is ever wasted. Every move- 
ment of the arm or muscles generates 
a force which 1s utilized somehow, 
somewhere. The power of electricity 
was illustrated in this connection. If 
in the world of material energy it was 
true that there was an unseen working 
force or. power, literally wandering 
through waste places of the earth, un- 
tilit finds lodgment in its molecular 
affinity, there is no logical reason why 
we should not apply the same principle 
in -the realm of morals. Can we not, 


sophi@al accuracy say, that ‘‘the devil 
goeth about like a roaring lion, seeking 
whom he may devour’’; or, in other 
words, this rampant spirit of evil 
wandereth through waste or unfavore 
able places, until he finds the receptive 
heart which is his spiritual affinity? It 
was because he could find no spiritual 
affinity in Christ that his temptations 
of our Lord were repelled. 

When, looked at from the standpoint 
of practical experience it was the same. 
We have seen mén catch the infection 
of evil passions from the mere prox- 
imity of evil persons, persons in whom 
dwelt a devil, just as children would 


the infectious germs floating in the 
atmosphere. Elise how are we to ac; 
count for recorded and observed human 
experiences? We have seen a mob 
grow wild, every man in it literally 
possessed of a devil, doing things witha 
unanimity which,* except 


they would never dream of doing, If 
you explain this by saying it is mere’ 
‘personal magnetism,’’. you have ad- 
mitted the argument, but it is the mag- 
netism of a potential personality out of 
all proportion to that which could be. 
self-generated. Take the case where 
the citizens of Paris, Tex., not long ago 
tortured a negro to death for a hideous 
crime. Thecrime was awful; he was 
not seeking to extenuate it, but the 
punishment at the hands of the mob 
was simply devilish. Or take the other 
Paris, Paris the civilized, which ran riot 
during the French revolution, and saw 
scenes of carnage and licentiousness 
which Babylon of old, or darkest Africa 
of today, probably never saw. Was 
there not iu these instances some dark 
and potent energy or spirit of evil 
which swayed mén’s passions, and made 
them while under its spell absolutely 
irresponsible creatures? People are 
very fond of saying that such sin is 
merely the result of our own evil in- 
clinations unaided by any external 
forces. To say this was to degrade 
man below the level of brute beasts; it 
was to associate him with and make. 
him entirely responsible for the car- 
nages of crime and the whirlwinds of 
devilisness which every ,now and then 
sweep over us and which sometimes 
transform men into demons and maid- 
ens into priestesses of Moloch. We 
must admiteither one of two things; 
either that man.is at the tail-end of 
civilization, or that he is i" bondage to 
the spirit of evil, which only God’s 
strength and God’s grace can overcome 
But while it is interesting to follow 
out such a line of thought, th> practi- 
cal question really was, not what be- 
came of the spirit of evil after it had 
been cast out of.a man, but what be- 
came ofthe man after the spirit of 
evil had left him. Have you not felt, 
my brother, that you desire to be rid of 
some cver-besetting sin, and you have 
fought against it, and wrestled with it, 
and for a while expelled it? But after 
a time, when you least expected it, this 
devil came back, and brought with him 
other devils worse than himself? He 


brought the devil of despondency and | 


the devil of despair. When you found 
that your original besetting sin came 
back did not the devil of despondency 
come and whisper, ‘‘O, give up: what’s 
the good of trying to live a good life 
any more? Yow,can’ doit.’”’ And then 
did not the devil of despair take you 
aside and whisper, *‘See here, old man, 
it’s all up with you; you are not fit to 
live; go and commit suicide?’”? And so 
these maria, Seat. have come trooping 
back with ydur original foe give you no 
peace of mine, no peace of conscience, 
because you had not permanently ex- 
pelied the first one.

There is to be a series of world’s con- 
gresses in connection with the fair, 
which will be the intellectual and 
moral feature of the exposition. There 
will be general congresses for the pre- 
sentation in appropriate popular dis- 
courses suitable for world-wide publica- 
tion, of the progress made in all the 
various departments of civilized life, 
the object being to promote the intelli- 
gence, culture and elevation of the peo- 
ple of all countries, In addition to 
these general congresses there will be 
special congresses of peculiar interest. 
These features of the fair will be of 
vast educational advantage to. progres- 
sive people. Eminent men and womed, 
leaders in the special themes to which 
they are assigned, will discuss popular 
questions of the day 

These congresses will be held in the 
Memorial Art Palace,:.where are two 
large audience-rooms, arranged to seat: 
about three thousand people each, and 
more than twenty smaller rooms, which 
will accommodate from three to seven 
hundred peopleeach. Meetings of‘such 
a character as to draw a large popular 


audience will be held in the main audi- 
ence-rooms, while meetings of chapters 
or sections will be held in the smaller 
rooms. It will thus be possible to have 


cial congresses in session at the same | 
time. 

As far as practicable, the several de- 
partments of the World’s Congress Aux- 
iliary have been planned to bring to 
Chicago, during the time assigned to 
the department, the largest number of 
kindred organizations ‘for simultaneous 
or alternate sessions, thus enabling per- 
sons interested in several subjects of a 
kindred character reasonable opportu- 
nities to attend several congresses ‘with- 
out a too prolonged stay at the exposi- 
tion.

Womanhood of Italy;’’ ‘Our Debt to 
Zurich and to Brussels;’”’ ‘‘Woman as a 
Financier;’’ **Woman in Municipal Gov- 
ernment;’’ ‘The Light in the East;’’ 
“The Political, Future of Woman;”’ 
‘‘Woman’s War for Peace;’’ Woman as 
a Social Leader; ‘‘The Professions 
and Traces Underlying the Home;”’’ 
‘‘Woman in Scienee;’’ ‘Organization 
Among Women in Respect to Religion, 
Philanthropy, Education, Moral Reform, 
Political Liberty and the Economy of 
Woman’s Forces Through Organiza- 
tion,”’ - 

Ono Sunday, May 21, religious serv- 
ices will be held, entirely conducted by 
women ordained as ministers. Every 
denomination which has admitted 
women to the ministry will be repre, 
sented. Inthe evening there will be# 
sacred concert, including only music 
composed and rendered by women. Be- 
side this congress, conducted entirely 


_ by women, in each of the separate con- 


gresses to convene during the summer 
women will participate to the degree in 
which they have takeao partin the in- 
terest or activity indicated by the title 
of the congress. 

The week commencing May 22 wiil 
be devoted to the department of the 
public press, which will be of great in- 
terest to all who are interested in the 
daily or weekly press, reviews, maga- 
zines and literary weeklies, the re. 
ligious press, trade journals, scientific 
and professional journals, etc. 

Mrs. Margaret Sullivan of Chicago 
has been asked to represent the press ' 
women of America. The selection has 
met with great approval throughout the 
country, as Mrs. Sullivan is well adapted 

o speak for the womanly element in 


' the press from her long experience in 


journalism. At the same meeting at 
which Mrs. Sullivan’s name was pro- 
posed, fifty other prominent women 


_ were chosen to participate in the con- 


gress, some of whom are eminent in 
foreign countries. These congresses 
will draw together a great number of 
distinguished women from all over the 
world and will be a most — 
feature’of the fair. 

Immediately following . this congress 
will be that of medicine and surgery, 
which will call together medical experts 
from all parts of the world. 

In June the departments of temper- 
ance, moral and social reform, com- 
merce and finance will be considered. 
In July, music, literature and education 
will be the themes; in August, engineer- 
ing. art, architecture, government, law 
reform, political science, science and 
philosophy will have their innings; in 
September, labor, religion, missions and 
church societies and Sunday rest will be 
the topics of discussion, and in October, 
public health and agriculture will be 
the subjects. 

Californjans, therefore, should plan 
with reference to the 
above presented,-if ther desire to get 
the greatest good out of the exposition. 
Plans are*already being formulated for 
aparty to leave Los Angeles early in 
May, composed largely of progressive 
women, many of them members of the 
Woman's Parliament of Southern Cali-

Mr. Blake is in Southern California for the 
purpose of buying up beds of asphaltum 
and to look after the ones' already owned 
by his company in this section. He con- 
siders Southern California the ideal as- 
phaltum paving country, owing both toits 
mild climate and the abundance of splen- 
did natural material laying within its 
The Blake company, in its 
works located near Denver, uses California 
asphaltum almost exclusively, paying $11 
per ton for transportation, on account of 
itssuperior quality. 

The immediate cause of Mr. Blake's visit 
to this city was our proposed street pav- 
ing. As yet hiscompany has done no work 
in California, but a bid will be put in on 
the Pasadena work, and, incase of its ac- 
ceptance, a plant for the preparation of 
crude asphaltum will be built in this, local- 
ity, and probably in Pasadena. 

The works.would cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $25,000 and would furnish em- 
ployment toalarge number of men. The 
matter will] be laid before the Council ‘to- 
day.

For the week ending Saturday evening | 
March 11, Wells-Fargo & Co.'s Express of 
this city shipped-to points ottside the 
county 5185 pounds of butter, 1500 
pounds of green’ peas, and 966 pounds of 
fresh beef. The butter, shipments are the 
products of two-creameries, one located at 
Westminster and the other at Fairview. 
The green pea shipments are the products 
of gardeners, many of whom are China- 
men, while the fresh beef output is the re- 
sult of enterprising competition in. the 
butcher trade.

The following «petition to the Board of 
Supervisors of Orange county is being ex- 
tensively. signed! ‘‘We, ihe undersigned, 
citizens and.taxpayers of Orange ceunty, 
believing that the indigent poor of our 


satisfaction to all concerned. and at less 
expense to the county, by the establish- 
ment of a poor farm. and that its estab- 
lishment, regulation and maintenance can 
be so made as not tointertere or compete 
with the rights and interests of the business 
of individuals. most respectfully request 
and urge your honorable body to provide a 
farm in connection with a poor-house, and 
make regulations for working the same in 
the manner provided by law.” 

- The TIMES representative is infomred by 
J. A. Kirkpatrick, the centleman who is 
circulating the petition. that for the vear 
1892 the care and support of the indigents 
of the county cost the taxpayers $4800.88. 
In January, 1892, the county was put to an 
expense of $325.65 for the support of the 
poor, andin December of the same year 
the amount expended forthe same purpose 
was $501.89, while dyring the past month, 
February, 1893, a little over $600 was re. 
quired to meet the increasing demands. 
With this steady increase in the expense of 
taking care of the poor, the need of a 
county poor farm is apparent. 

While it is a fact that the expense to 
which the taxpayers have been subjected, 
on account of the poor of the county, bas 
been gradually increasing, as the above 
figures plainly show, it should not be un- 


fortable living in the county have been 
lessened during the past tweive or fifteen 
months. The real condition of affairs has 
been directly to the opposite. The increased 
indigent expense has been the result of in- 
creased population and the general shift- 
lessness of the Mexicans and Spaniards 
who, as a rule, seem to be constitutionally 
opposed to manuel labor. The fact has be- 
come kfown to them that they will be cared 
for by thetcounty, if they can make it ap- 
pear that they are in destitute circum- 
stances, and as a result the records of the 
county will show that almost three-fourths 
of the indigents of the county have been 
and are now Mexicans.
